All I know
about military matters I got from the
at West Point and to them be-
longs the credit. They treated me with
courtesy from the first, but when my mis-
sion was revealed, this mero courtesy blos-
somed into warmest zeal. KEverybody,
officers and all, put down their work and
turned their whole attention to giving me
military information. Every question I
asked was wmm y and cxhaustively
answered ; ore, I feel proud to
state that in the advice which I am about
to give you as soldiers, I am backed up by
the highest mili authority in the land
—yes, in the world, if an Awerican docs
say it—West Point.

To begin, n, when an engage-
ment is meditated, i% is best to feel the
enemy first, that is, il it is might, for, as
one of the cadets explained to me, you do
not necd to feel him in the day time, be-
cause you can see him then. I never
should have thought of that, bat it is true
—perfectly true. In tho day-time the
methods of procedure are various, but the

it seems to me, is one which was in-
troduced by Gen. Grant. Gen. Grant aj-
ways sent an active young mau redoubt to
roconnoitre and get the enemy’s bearings.
| this from a high ofiicer at the oint,
told me he used to be a redoubt on
Gen. Grant's stafl, and had deno it
often. When the hour for the battle
is come, move to the frout with celerity
—fool away mno time. Under this
head I was told of a maxim of Gen. Sheri-
dan's. Gen. Sheridanalways said, “If the
sicge train isn’t reado, don’t wait—go by
any trains that are haudy ; to get there is
the main thing.” Now, that is the cor-
rect idea. As you approach the ficld it is
better to get out and walk. This gives
you a better chance to dispose of your
forces judiciously for the assault.
your artillery in position and throw out
stragglers to the right and left to hold your
lines of communication agaiust surprise.
See that every hod-carrier conunected with
a mortar battery is at his post. They told
me at the Point that Napoleon despised
mortar batteries, and never would u:e
them. Hesaid that for real efliciency
he wonldn't give a hatful of brickbais
for a ton of mortar. However, that is all
he knew about it. Everything being ready
for the assault, you waant to enter the
field with your to the front.
This idea was invented by our renowned
Gen. Sherman. They told me that
Gen. Sherman said that the trunks and
baggage make a good protection for the
soldiers, but that chiefly they attract the
attention and rivet the interest of the
cnemy, and this gives you an opportunjty
to whirl the other end of the column
around and attack him in the rcar. I have
given a good deal of study to this tactic
since I learned about it, and it appears to
me it is a rattling good idea. Never
fetch on your reserves at a start. This
was N 's first mistake at Waterloo
Next, heassaulted with his bomb-proofs
and ambulances and embrasures, when
he ought to have used a heavier artil-
lery. Thirdly, he retired his right by
ricochet —which uncovered his pickets—
when his ounly possibility of success lay in
doubling up his centre, flank by flank, and
throwing out his checaur de frise by the
left oblique torelieve the gkirmish line and
confuse the enemy—if such a mancuvre
would confuse him, and at West Point
they said it would. It was about this
time thst the em had two horses
shot under him. How often you see the
remark that Gen. So-and-So at such and
such a battle had two or three horses
shot under him. General Burnside and
many great European military men, as I
was informed by a high artillery of-
ficer at West Ioint, bhave justly
characterized thisas a wanton waste of
projectiles,and he impressed upon me a con-
wversation in the tent of the Prussian chiefs
at Gravelotte, in the conrse of which our
honored guest just referred tc —Gen. Burn-
sido—observed that if *“you can’t aim a
horse so as to hit the general with it, shoot
it over him, and you may bag something
on the other side, whereas a horse shot
under & does no sort of damage.”
I agree cordially with Gen. Burnside, and
heaven knows I shall rejoice to see the ar-
tilleries of this land
from this wicked and idietic custom. At
West Point they told me of another mis-
take at Waterloo, namely, that the French
were under fire from the beginning of the
fight till the end of it—which was plainly a
most effemivate and ill-timed attention to
comfort, and a foolicth division of military
strength ; for it probably took as many
men to keep up the fires as it did
do the fighting. It wouid have
been much better to have had a small
fire in the rear, and let the men go there
by detachments and get warm, and not
to warm upthe whole army at once.
All the cadets said that an assault along
the whole line was the one thi which
could have restored Napoleon’s advaatage
at this juncture, and he was actually ris-
ing in his stirrups to order it, when a sut-
ler burst at his side and covered him with
dirt and debris, and before he could re-
cover Wellington opened a tremendous
and devastating fire upon him from a
monstrous battery of vivandieres, and the
star of the great captain’s glory sot to rise
po more. The cadet wept while he told
me these mournful particulars.

Remove the wreck
and rubbish, and tidy up the place. How-
ever, in the caseof a drawn battie it is
aeither party’s business to tidy up any-
thing.
